Pain's Big Pompeian Spectacle Each 
Night at the State Fair. 



Boreey’e Fearfully Bad Luek With 
Cuetediana ef Hia Book*. 

Franclsque Sarcey bad a splendid li- 
brary, of which be waa very proud, 
and there are many stories told lo 
Paris about tbe singular fates, comic 
and tragic, that overtook tbe librarians 
wbo successively looked after tbe late 
critic's books. 

Tbe first was a released convict, wbo 
pleaded tbat to be much among good 
books would reform blm. Sarcey, pug- 
nacious In print, was the kindliest of 
men In practice. He yielded to tbe 
plea. Uufortunately bis protege car- 
ried tbe ethical cure too far, for one 
day be decamped, taklug with blm tbe 
best of M. Sarcey’s good books. 

The second was a distinctly minor 
dramatist. Debrlt by name and debris 
by nature He had worn himself Into 
an Incurable melancholy by persistent 
addiction to tbe humorist vaudeville 
habit. Sarcey saw that abstinence 
from further composition could only be 
secured If the man bad some light oc- 
cupation with a living wage. He es- 
tablished him in tbe vacancy left by 
the convict. A few days later as the 
critic, returning from the theater, drew 
bis carriage up before his door he 
heard a smash of shivered glass above 
him. followed a minute later by what 
he no longer dared to call a dull thud 
on tbe pavement below. The woe be- 
gone librarian, wearied of life, had 
thrown himself out of the window. 
With his last breath he cursed Sarcey 
as his murderer. 

Third in order was one Bernard, a 
gladsome youth, whose blithe tempera- 
ment promised relief from the gloom 
cast by his predecessor. In the height 
of his glee he polled out all tbe books 
so ns to rearrange them In more log- 
ical order on the shelves. He stacked 
them In craggy pyramids all over the 
floor. But It hapi>ened to be the spe- 
cial day of the week whereon Sarcey 
was wont to have a few of bis the- 
atrical friends, male and female, to 
lunch with hlin. After lunch a dance 
followed as n matter of course. Noth- 
ing could dismay the librarian. He 
whisked the pyramids to four walls 
and Joined In the dance. Next day he 
asked permission to go home and see 
his mother. He never returned. The 
pyramids had to be sorted out by Sur- 
rey's manservant nnd put pellmell on 
tbe shelves agnln. 

The 'ist librarian was Mile. Blouska. 
an elnerly Polish maiden, who proved 
an invaluable assistant until sho per- 
ished miserably in the fire at the char- 
ity ball In Paris. 



No scenic representation could be 
more realistic than the magnificent 
view which la spread out before the 
spectator In Pain’s elaborate produc- 
tion "Last Days of Pompeii."

The scene opens 
with a fete day In the ancient city and 
for upward of an hour the audience is 
entertained with a vivid production 
of the sports and feats of the hippo- 
drome, exciting chariot races, sensa 
ttonal aerial and acrobatic feats, pret- 
ty ballets, Imposing and gorgeously 
costumed processions, choruses, mu- 
sic, etc. The tragic dramatic eplsodcR 
of the 8|>ecracle are shown In panto- 
mime The fetes are interrupted by 
the terrific eruption of Vesuvlua and 
the destruction of the city by the 
earthquake, which It a scene thrilling 
beyond description, and brings Into ac- 
tion all the skill and iugenlousness of 
Pain’s artists. Following these stir- 
ring scenes there Is presented a beau- 
tiful exhibition of fireworks, and those 
who have seen these pyrotechnics of 
the famous Pain have never realized 
the full meaulng of the word before. 

Railroads will make special rates 
from nearly all surrounding towns on 
the date of this exhibition. 

The most magnificent display of py- 
rotechnics ever witnessed In this sec- 
tion of the state Is promised In con- 
nection with Pain's big spectacle. This 
display Is. in fact, the crowning "feat- 
ure” of the marvelous exhibition, and 
as Pain has long enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of "king of pyrotechnlsta" In both 
England and America, It Is more than 
likely we shall behold something un- 
usually fine in pyrotechnic novelties 
on this occasion.

CAUSE OF THE GREAT STORM, 



The Tipping Up of ths Earth Caused 

the Deluge Which Engulfad tha 

World — The Mysterious Ark and tha 

Eaoapa of tha Chosan Fow. 

Ta this da” the great deluge recorded 
In the Bible Is a mystery to the North 
.American Indian, ne will not be led 
to believe that tbe flood was brought 
about by the sins of man. He Is 
♦qually unwilling to believe thnt It was 
the work of an angry God. as he could 
not see how tbe Almighty should be so 
wnjust as to punish the Indians of 
America for tbe naughty things of s 
race of people across tbe oeeau. An- 
other reason which makes It still more 
eliflioult for tbe Indian to believe that 
tbe flood was a punishment to tbe 
world is tbe fact tbat with blm there 
Is ne sin. In his language there Is no 
mick word, nor does be expect to be 
punished for any of bis acts. 

But tbougb there is no equivalent to 
tbe word slu In tbe Indian language 
<nor in the Indian mlmt until tbe 
Christians came), tbe Indians have 
thefc- philosophy in regard to what Is 
c-ourotanly so termed. Some of tbelr 
teachers (most of whom claimed to 
have .been taught the philosophy of 
life and its laws directly by disem- 
bodied spirits or by ethereal l»elugs 
from other planets) taught that as 
man lives here so Is Ids life hereafter. 
If he Is quarrelsome or warlike here, 
so be will be Id the more spiritual life. 
If he Is serene and contented here, so 
he will be there, etc. 

Tile deluge, as described by the few 
whs were miraculously saved, was the 
more grand' • terrible In that It came 
«n suddenly. From the highlands oc- 
cupied by the Indians they saw the 
-waves of the sea sweep In upon the 
land and recede, only to advance with 
immensely increased volume nnd stu- 
pendously frige breakers. Then there 
cine a terrific storm that seemed to 
blow from all and in all directions. 
The storm caused huge waterspouts 
which appeared over the wild ocean 
«8 far as the eye could see. The terri- 
fied people fled to the mountains, but 
these were all soon to be submerged, 
■with the exception of one. This moun- 
tain which ulone remained uncovered 
4>y the flood is called Avee-heilah 
(Mountain of the Moon), yet today It Is 
not a very high mountain. 

For awhile before the mountains be- 
came submerged there was a great 
<-a1m, and a dense fog covered the 
■earth. Then suddenly a mighty boat 
appeared to the awed view of the In- 
dians. It approached and stopped at 
the several mountains still uncovered 
•by the waters, and at each point where 
Jt touched, as if guided h.v Invisible In- 
telligence. the Indians, as If obeying 
iau unspoken but potent command, en- 
tered the boat. 

The boat rested first at a place called 
Avee-qua-lul (mountain peakl, uow 1’1- 
lot Knob, on the lorder of Mexico. 
There was a mesa on the top of this 
mountain, though at this day it (foes 
not exist, and on this tuesa the Indians 
first celebrated their delivery. This 
they did by playing sacred games, 
chanting sacred songs, etc. On rocks 
at tin foot of this peak there are hiero- 
glyphics In an unknown language, 
which some of tlio Indians believe were 
•made by those who survived the flood. 

retrlflcd driftwood Is still to lie seen 
Iwo-lliirds the distance up the sides of 
Aveeheilah. which drift, the Indians 
may, was deposited by the waves of the 
great flood. 

The Indians, having rested for a time 
on file mountain peak, again entered 
the boat and were carried eastward, 
•eventually to a small valley. Here 
they nguln rested, and then, leavlug 
the beat, they wandered from oue place 
to euotber, after a time returning to 
the valley. To their surprise, the boat 
was gone. It could not have floated 
away, for the land was dry whereon 
they had left it. the flood having sub- 
aided after a great calm of Its waters. 
The Imat could not have crumbled to 
pieces, for there had not been time for 
its ulecny. They could only conclude 
that the mysterious boat, having ful- 
filled Us mission of preserving a few 
of i heir race, bad disappeared ns mi- 
raculously as it hud appeared. 

The spot where the mysterious boat, 
or ark, had rested was marked by the 
Indians placing there a huge log. They 
vailed the place 'Jual -jo-para (boat's 
resting place). This spot is held sacred 
by the Indians, who will seldom point 
It out to strangers Not many hundred 
years ago, it is said, some Indian war- 
riors were passing the spot, and one of 
them to show his skepticism shot an 
arrow Into the side of the great log. 
Immediately a stream of blood gushed 
from the spot pierced, nnd the skeptic 
fell dead. The story of the event was 
carried to all the near tribes, aud since 
then Indians passing the place fear to 
even look leisurely at the log. 

A reason given by the Indians as the 
probable cause of the flood was that 
there was a tribe of Indians who, like 
Columbus, believed that tbe earth was 
not flat, but round, nnd to prove wheth- 
er this theory were true thousands 
from the different tribes banded togeth- 
er and started out on a Journey to find 
the edge of the earth If It was flat. 
The flood occurred soon after the In- 
dians started on this Journey, so that 
they really believed that those adven- 
turers had reached the edge of the 
•earth nnd their weight had tipped tbe 
■earth to such a < extent us to cuuse the 
■water to rush lu cn tbe land. —Dos An- 
odes Times.

INDIAN MARRIAGES

Peculiar Rita* of tha Hopi and tha 
Navajo Tribat. 

Marriage among the Topi, a tribe of 
tbe l’uehlo Indians, is an Institution 
regarding which those most concerned 
have least to say. Wheu the pareilts 
of a girl Bud it expedient for her to 
get married, they look up an available 
man and negotiate with his parents. 
After the matter has been arranged 
the principals are notified. The girl goes 
to the home of the groom's parents 
and grinds corn for them for three 
weeks, while the groom makes a kind 
of sash for the bride. Then oue moru- 
tug at sunrise they both bnthe their 
heads In cold water, which completes 
the ceremony. There have been In- 
stances of the groom's refusing to go 
through the performance, which has 
then proceeded without him aud been 
accounted ’-alld, aud several weeks 
later he has yielded and had his head 
bathed. 

The Navajo ceremouy Is much more 
elaborate and Impressive, but then the 
Navajo girls are much nicer. The reg- 
ular tariff on a Navajo girl entering 
the port of matrimony for the first 
time is twelve horses. Ou tbe second 
occasion the tax is nine horses, while 
subsequent entries are free.

Ths Lien's Attack. 

As to ■ lion’s method of attack Fred- 
erick Courteney Selous says In his 
book: "As a rule, I think, a lion seizes 
s sleeping man by tbe head, and In 
that case, unless It Is a very old and 
weakly animal, death must usually be 
Instantaneous, os Its great fang teeth 
will he dri'-en Into tbe braiD through 
tbe thickest negro skull.” Similarly, 
when a lion attacks an animal it tries 
to get at the head or the throat— at the 
vitals of the animal. Says Mr. Selous: 
"My experience Is that when a single 
Uon tries to kill an ox or a buffalo It 
luvarlably seizes It near the muzzle 
with oue pnw and usually succeeds In 
either breaking its victim’s neck or 
causing It to break It Itself by Its own 
weight In falling. When several lions 
attack an ox or a buffalo they will 
often bite and tear It all over and take 
s long time to kill it.”

The 
dark types are black wrapper, long or 
African lea f , French leaf, Italian leaf. 
Green River leaf and stemming leaf. 
Hen. M. C. Rankin offers $75 In spe- 
cials for the best display of 1907 bur- 
ley crop, for the best display of 1908 
dark tobacco and best display of 1908 
Green River tobacco. Not more than 
four samples can be entered out of a 
single crop, hut If the exhibitor has 
more than one crop raised on his farm 
he Is entitled to four samples out of 
each crop. A special hurley tobacco 
class Is being considered In which the 
entries of dealers, growers or associa- 
tions will be accepted.
